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» In 1946, the villages of Rakovski, NMariino, and Chernokonyovo were 
incorporated to form the city of Dimitroevgrad, and the three villages 
becane suburbs or districts of the city named as follows: EKEvartal 
Rakovski (formerly Rakovski); Kvartal Chernokonyovo (formerly Cherno- 
konyovo); and Kvartal Vasil Kolarov (for-erly Mariino), The Naritsa 
River divides the city in two, , 


2. as of June 1951, many new industrial enterprises had been constructed 
within the city limits ard other new ones were being constructed, These 
plants are being constructed in the northeast, east, ard southeast vortions 
of the new city. Construction has not yet beg-im in the rerainder of the 
city, All construction was begun after 9 Septenber 19°44 and is urder 
the auspices of the DSO (Durzhavno Stroitelno Obedinenie; Federal Building 
Corporation) . 


3. The DSO is charged with obtaining the necessary laborers, artisans, 
engineere, material, and machines needed for the construction of ail 
plants. These buildings or planta must be corpleted in the period of 
time allocated by the Ministry of Construction. A411 buildings and plants 
completed prior to May 1950 were done in less time than that allotted by 
the Ministry. 


4, The DSO has the highest labor priority and is entitled to use engineers, 
apecialists, or artisans from any of the federal projects in Bulgaria. 
Persons commandeered by the DSO in Diritrovgrad are immediately released 
from their other tasks. 

5, The following are the principal plants and industries in Dimitrovgrad: 


a, The Stalin aTZ (azotnotoroviya Zavod; Nitrogen Fertilizer Factory) ; 


b, The Maritsa T2TS (Ternoelektricheskp 
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dad. The Maritsa Coal Mine; | 

e, Several new unnamed mines; 

fo The Vulkan Cement Plant and Mines; 
& <A bakery; 

bh, <A tile plant, and 

i. A canning factory. 


The plants listed in e (sic)!, f, and i of paragraph 5 above existed 

prior to 9 Seoterber 1944, The others came into being ufter that date, 
Bach of these plants contracts for construction and for all rachinery 

used in its.factorfer through the DSO, The actual installation of machinery 
is effected, however, by each separate plant. 


The aTZ Stalin wis begun in 1948 and completed in Juna 1951. Three 
thousand laborers were employed for its construction during the four-year 
period, aAccidente occurring during the construction period cost the 

lives of seven laborers who fell from scaffolding or machinery. The 

Dlant is composed of 450 units, approximately 50 x 12 meters at the 

base and 12 meters in height. Each of these buildings ie from three to 
five stories high. At the present tine installation of. machinery is being 
effected in the individual lant units. The nachinery arrived from the 
USSR packed in boxes ranging from 2x 1x 1 meters to 12x 4x 4 meters. 
Each of the units is constructed of concrete, iron, and brick. 


The sulohur vlant, which is actually a subsidiary of the Stalin aTZ, 
was built at the same time as the latter and its buildings are counted 
in the 450 units of the aTZ, 


The THTS Maritsa is the third largest thermoelectric plant in the 
country and is the largest in the Dimitrovgrad area, The station is 
composed of approxinvately twenty buildings which vary in size from 50 
to 120 meters long, 12 to 40 metere wide, and 10 to 20 meters high, 
Hach of these buildings is between three and six stories high, All 


_ buildings are constructed of reinforced concrete, Construction was begun 


toward the end of 1949 and completed in the beginning of June 1951, 
After the latter date the installation of machinery was begun. The 
nachinery arrived from the USSR in boxes of the dimensions mentioned in 
paragraph seven, aporoximately 2,000 laborers were enployed in the 


‘construction of this plant, and during the winter months about 100 persons 


‘were injured or xilled in falla from the frozen and slippery scaffolding. 


The Maritsa Mine is an old, brown, soft-coal mine which furnishes coal 
to a portion of the: surrounding inhabitants, as well as te the Muritsa 
Thermoelectric Station. Most of the coal is transnorted by rail to . 
Plovdiv, The ines have an electric power plant which furnishes current 
directly to the Stara Zagora district, the Sliven district, and to a 
portion of northern Bulgaria. 


New soft-coal mines have been discovered northeast of Dimitrover.ad, 
approximately ly kilometers east of the Stara Zagora-Dinitrovgrad railway 


line, and 23 kilometers north of the Maritsa River, Th 4 
first discovered during 1948 and were immediately exploited. The mines 


provide coal for the local population, and eventually will also furnish 


the TSTS Maritsa, 


The Vulkan Cement Plant and Soft Coal Mine is located on the northwest 


side of Mariino, The mine itself has been exploited for more than twenty 
years, but the cement plant was begun prior to 9 September 1944 and com 
pleted during 1946, The production capacity of the plant is not known, but 
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is sonsidsred sufficient for the needs of the entire country. The mine. 
ig a brown=coal mine which suppliea the Vulkan electric power plant, the 
cement works, and a -" gortion of the neods of the local population. 


13. The bakery is located between the «TZ Stalin and the new mines, ata 
point 200 meters north of the northern shore of the “aritsa River, 
Construction of the bukery was begun in 1949, and was corpleted in april 
1951. Five hundred Trudovaks were used in its construction. The vlant 
is three stories high, approxiuately 140 meters long, 60 meters wide, and 
12 meters highs Up to the present, no machinery has been installed. This 
installation is to be a conibination mill and bakery. 


14, The tile plant is located 300 netere northwest of the Vulkan electric 
station, and two kilometers north of the Maritsa River. This plant was 
begun during 1949 and completed during the early part of 1951. Its present 
production capacities are unknown but it is planned that within two years 
the production of this vlant will be sufficient to produce water pipes 
for the entire country. The plant. produces pipes ranging from two to 
five meters long, and 20 to 30 centimeters in diameter, The olant also 
produces tiling one meter square, which is corrugated and used for roofing 
of factories, The tiles.and pipes are made of caren’ and cardboard (sic) 
and are extreiely light. R 

15, The canning factory is located on the western side of Rakovski between 
the Maritsa River and the Stara Zagora-Dimitroverad railway line. This 
factory has been in overation since 1948 and cans all types of vegetables 
and fruits. 


16, At the beginning of 1951, call construction in Divitroverad was stepped 
up, The principal suvervisors of all construction work are Soviets, 
who are varticularly interested in the completion of the ATZ Stalin, 
It was rumored anong the wrzers that a sirall vortion of the plant vould 
be used for the production of fertilizer as a cu .ouflage, and that 
the major vortion of the plant was to be used for the construction of: 
some. type of weapon. Rurors were aleo current concerning the nroduction 
of the tile plant, which would allegedly produce sore kind of explosives 
in. the form of small noodles or macaroni, hollow in the middle, and gray 
in color, The workers in these plants are hand-picked,ard outsiders have 
been unable to learn anything from them concerning the actual production 
or plans for future production. 


17. The total number of laborers, urtisans, and engineers e. »loyed in the 
vurious Dinitroverad projects totale approxiimitely 13,000 persons, All 
these people are on the DSO nayroll, The DSO does not have any verranent 
installations or buildings, and uses wooden construction barracks and 
tents to cover their machinery and raterilel needed in mrstruction 

work, The workers live in wooden barracks or requisitioned schools in 
the town and in nearby villages. In addition to the 13,000 DSO workers, 
each plant under construction maintains a srall nucleus of its own 
laborers who do the final work and install the machinery. 


18, All »ersons not directly ervloyed on a project are forbidden entrance 
to the oroject area, All projects are divided into four construction 
areas, and Laborers can circulate only within their own area. Ifa 
worker needs to go te another area to cormlete a job, he rust fet pecial 
authorization to do so. «after'ork all laborers mst leave the area 
where they have been working; they are transnorted to their homes or 
sleeping quarters by truck and by train. 


19, Judging from the crating, the machinery which was brought in from the 
USSR was heavy machinery. This machinery was kept secret and ite instal- 
lation was effected by trusted specialists and workers, Ina building 
in wich a machine is being set up all traffic is « trictly forbidden. 


20. Hach pleat in Dinitrovgerad maintains its own security forge; © 
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The DSO maintains ard pays for a svecial rilitia foree of 24 nen who 
wear blue uniforms, including breeches, jackets, caps, ‘ and black 
boots, This militia is arzed with old-style Bulparian Arvy rifles and 
maintains five guard posts as follows: 

@e At a gasoline reservoir located on the wostern side of Rakovski; 
bo At the main fate to the DSO carp; 


c. at the exit gate to the revair shops; 


ad. At explosives dumps cosmored of several underground storerooms 


located on the southwest side of the city in a’Little oak grove; and 
@, At the lumber yard in the DSO camp, . . . 


All other »lante have assigned to them snall militia detachments from 

the Keono:ric ilitia, These detachments are armed with Soviet submachine 
éuns and pistols, The total number of these militia groupa and the nuiber 
of militiamen is unknown; however, there are very many of them, At the 
gates of the ATZ Stalin and T#TS Maritsa there are three or four rilitia- 
men per shift, 


Within the construction area only those nersons directly connected with 
the construction and who possess a versonal vase, issued by the cadre 
chief and certified by the Chief of Militia, plus @ personal identity 
card are ver:itted to circulate. If a person does not vossess these two 
documents, he is not allowed in the area even though the guards reco:-nize 
him as a laborer from one of the projecta. Yovenant in the Rakovaki, 
Vasil Kolarov, and Chernokonyovo sections 18 free (sic),and a tus serv- 
ice of six 60-place busses is in overation. These three sections of — 
town are all within the forbidden area. : 


Outeide of the town, near the new mines, there is a battery of seven 
SvS~centimeter Gervan antiaircraft uns, The guns are covered with 
tarpaulins; circulating near the .une is forbidden, As all barracks, 
measuring 60 meters long, 10 meters wide, and 8 maters high,was com- 
pleted in April, 1951, The barracke houses soldiers from the 
antiaircraft battery. “ 


There is another antiaircraft battery located on the southwest side of 
town near the DSO explosives dump. The armament of this battery is the 
same ag that shown in paragraph 24, The soldiers who make up the battery 


‘Live in wooden barracks, All outside persons are forbidden ® enter the 


area, : 


‘ovement of all aircraft over Dimitrovgrud is strictly forbidden, The 
anfiaircraft batteries have standing orders to fire on any plane, regard- 
lees of marking, which fltes over the city, Between 15 and 18 April, 1951, 
at about 1200 hours, a Bulgarian ronoplane flew over Dinitrovgrad, _ 
There were two vilote in the nlane who had lost their direction over 

Stara Zagora and who, without knowing they were doing so, flew over 
Dimitrovgrad. Without warning the two antiaircrast b.tteries onened 

fire and brought down the plane which fell at the edge of the Yasil Kolarov 
section. Both pilots ware wounded, and the plane seriously danaged. 


‘The pilots were immediately taken to & hospital, and the plane loaded on 


a railroad car and taken away. : 


The workers’ quarters in Dinitroverad ure dispersed throughout the Rakovaki 
and Vasil Kolarov sections, The rain concentration of: orkers! dwellings 
ia located in the following places:

dwellings between three and five stories high, 60 meters Long, 10 meters 
wide, and between 12 ard 20 metere high;
